!  Management  of  arable  Land.  - 

XTOTHTNG  is  of  £reater  importance  in  the  management  of  arable 
IN  land  than  the  difcovery  of  fuch  methods  of  cropping,  as  preclude 
the  neceffity  of  having  recourfe  to  the  fyftem  of  Cummer  fallowing.  In 
.  this  view,  experiment  has  amply  {hewn  that  on  ftrong  tenacious  iods, 
I  where  there  is  a  good  deal  of  moifture,  the  cultivation  of  beans,  as  a 
K  preparation  for  wheat,  may  be  practifed  with  the  beft  fuccefs.  In  al- 
ternating thefe  crops  it  will  be  neceffary  for  the  ground  to  have  a  flight 
dreffing  of  manure  every  two  or  three  years;  ten  or  fifteen  loads  to  the 
acre  will  be  fufficient  for  the  purpofe.  In  fowing  beans  after  this  pro- 
portion of  manure  has  been  employed,  it  has  not  been  found  from  expe- 
rience that  any  inconvenience  has  arifen  from  the  beans  running  to  much 
in  height,  and  thereby  being  rendered  weak  in  the  ftem,  and  not  well 
podded.  Facts  Hkewife  fhew  that  thefe  crops  may  be  cultivated  alter- 
nately in  this  manner  for  any  length  of  time,  without  the  leaft  deterio- 
ration of  the  quality  of  fuch  lands

I  N  cropping  with  wheat  after  clover,  or  other  green  products,  feve- 
ral  circumftances  fhould  be  more  particularly  attended  to  than  they 
would  feem  to  be  at  prefent.  In  the  plowing  down  of  fuch  green  crops, 
care  fhould  not  only  be  taken  that  the  whole  of  the  green  matter  be 
turned  in,  but  that  fuch  a  feafon  be  chofen  for  the  bufinefs  as  may  have 
a  tendency  by  its  drynefs  and  warmth  to  promote  the  putrefactive  fer- 
mentation of  the  green  vegetables.  The  common  practices  of  plough- 
ing flightly,  and  in  wet,  damp  weather,  are  highly  improper  and  dif- 
advantageous.  It  is  probable,  likewife,  that  the  putrefactive  procefs 
might  be  confiderably  accelerated  by  a  flight  application  of  time  in  fuch 
inflances. 

WHERE  corn  is  fown  on  poor  light  foils,  fuch  as  blowing  fands, 
it  is  an  excellent  practice,  though  but  little  attended  to,  to  fold  fheep 
upon  it  fome  days  after  the  grain  has  been  put  into  the  ground,  as,  by 
this  means  the  loofe  particles  of  fuch  foils  are  preffed  to  the  roots,  and 
the  growth  of  the  crop  greatly  promoted. 

Sheep. 

1 T  has  been  fhewn  by  an  ingenious  agriculturift,  that  there  are  many 
varieties  of  fheep  with  which  we  are  little  acquainted,  and  that  they 
are  not  invariably  wool-bearing  animals.  He  has  alio  difcovered  a  fact 
of  confiderable  practical  utility,  in  regard  to  the  cutting  of  their  wool; 
which  is,  that  the  fhearing  of  wool-bearing  fheep,  is  not  a  bufinefs  that 
depends  folely  on  the  will  of  the  owner,  but  which  muft  be  regulated 
by  the  condition  or  itate  of  the  fleece.  For  as  the  wool  of*thefe  animals 
is  found  to  loofen  from  the  flcin  nearly  all  at  one  time;  and  if  not  then 
fhorn,  foon  to  fall  off  in  large  quantities,  the  young  wqol  having  pre- 
vioufly  grown  up  to  foma  length;  if  the  operation  of  fhearing  be  there- 
fore had  r^Coutfe  t6,  too  foon  before  the  young  wool  has  begun  to  grow, 
it  cannot  be  accomplifhed  with  facility ;  and  the  body  of  the  animal  is 
left  too  bare ;  and  if  it  be  too  long  protracted,  the  young  wool  is  too i 
much  advanced,  and  the  operation  greatly  retarded  by  the  choaking  of 
the  fhears.  Much  injury  is  not  only  by  this  means  alfo  done  to  the  wool, 
but  great  lofs  fuftained  by  the  cutting  of  that  which  is  young. 

Sheep  fatten  well,  when  tied  up,  on  peas,  oats,  oil-cake,  maize-meal, 
and  flaxfeed-feed  jelly. 

Management  of  Calves. 

THEY  run  with  the  cows  till  fix  or  eight  months  old,  and  get  a  good 
growth  :  but  the  beft  dairy  method  is  this.  The  calves  fuck  a  week  or 
two,  according  to  their  ftrength.  Neiu  milk  in  the  pail  is  then  given 
them,  a  few  meals:  then  new  and  Jkimtaed milk  alone;  or  porridge  made 
with  milt,  -water,  meal  of  oats,  &c.  till  cheefe  making  begins  :  after 
which  whey-porridge,  or  fweet  whey  in  the  field,  being  careful  to  houfe 
them  at  night,  till  warm  weather  is  fettled.  A  little  of  foft  fweet  hay 
and  tender  cut  grafs  may  be  laid  in  their  way,  with  a  mafs  of  fall-clay 
as  a  lick. 

To  preferve  Eggs. 

INTO  a  tub  put  a  bufhel  of  quick  lime,  two  pounds  of  fait,  one 
pound  and  an  half  of  Cream  of  Tartar :  mix  them  in  water,  to  bear 
an  egg  with  its  top  juft  above  water.  Keep  eggs  in  this.  They  may 
keep  good  above  a  year. 

To  prevent  the  ravages  of  the  Turnip  Fly. 

MIX  every  pound  of  feed  with  four  ounces  of  fulphur  in  very  fine 
powder,  to  ftand  ten  or  twelve  days,  and  then  fow  the  Turnip-feed. 
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^?  ytf/ti  and  eajy  method  of  converting  iveedi  and  other  vegetable  matter  into  | 
Manure,  by  JVlr.  Broivne,   Chemif,  at  Derby,  in  England. 

"IT  is  nothing  more,"  fays  Mr.  Browne,  "  than  green  vegetabl 
matter,  decompofed  by  quick  or  freih-burnt  lime.  A  layer  of  the  vege- 
table matter  about  a  foot  thick,  then  a  very  thin  layer  of  lime,  beat  j 
fmall,  and  fo  on  ;  firft  vegetable,  then  lime,  alternately.  After  it  has 
been  put  together  a  few  hours,  the  decompofition  will  begin  to  take 
place ;  and  unlefs  prevented,  either  by  a  few  fods  or  a  fork  full  of  the 
vegetables  at  hand,  it  will  break  out  into  a  blaze,  which  mud  at  all 
events  be  prevented.  In  about  twenty-four  hours  the  procefs  will  be 
complete,  when  you  will  have  a  quantity  of  afhes  ready  to  lay>on  your 
land  at  any  time  you  wifh." 

More  about  Manure. 

THE  head-lands  of  arable  fields  along  the  fides  of  fences,  accumulate 
foil  from  the  fields  on  every  bout  of  the  ploughs/  This  accretion  of  foil 
confines  water  on  the  fields  fo  as  to  chill  the  foil,  and  damage  growing 
crops.  For  reducing  this  mifchief,  and  increafing  manure,  plough  up  a 
portion  of  the  head-land  and  then  pen  cattle  on  it  till  it  becomes  very 
rich  with  dung  and  urine.  Then,  having  another  portion  recently 
ploughed,  pen  the  cattle  on  this  in  like  manner;  and  the  former  portion 
is  again  ploughed,  for  covering'  the  dung  and  mixing  it  with  the  earth : 
and  it  is  then  immediately  carried  away,  and  as  a  manure  laid  on  other 
ground,  or  heaped  up  high  and  covered  from  the  fun,  to  remain  fo  till 
wanted  for  manuring  ground.  During  the  Summer  and  till  cold  wea- 
ther forbids,  other  portions  of  the  head -lands  ate  to  be  ploughed  and  then 
penned  with  cattle  in  the  fame  manner,  in  fucceffion.

FARMER  Shepherd,  of  New  Jerfey,  collected  from  a  field  of  corn, 
in  Autumn,  for  feed  to  his  next  years  crop,'  a  quantity  of  corn  from 
/talis  -which  bad  tivo  ears-  The  crop  from  this  feed  was  increafed  beyond 
what  he  had  been  accullomed  to ;  and  by  repeating  the  practice,  in  lav- 
ing feed,  his  crops  were  increafed  to  fixty  buihels  an  acre,  with  three 
or  four  ears  upon  a  ftalk. 

To  prefer  ve  Butter  fiueet. 

TAKE  of  bed  pure  common  Salt  two  parts ;  Sugar,  one  part ;  Salt 
Petre,  one  part ;  beat  and  blend  them  completely  together.  One  ounce 
of  this  mixture,  to  every  pound  of  butter,  is  well  worked  into  the  butter, 
which  is  then  put  up  clofe,  for  ufe.  It  is  to  remain  three  or  four  weeks 
before  the  Talts  will  be  fufficiently  blended.  It  has  been  found  perfectly 
fweet  when  three  years  old. 

To  pickle  Beef  Fori,   life,  and  to  keep  meat  good  in  the  bottejl  climates. 

T  O  four  gallons  of  water  add  one  pound  and  a  half  of  Mufcavado 
fugar,  two  ounces  of  fait  petre,  and  fix  pounds  of  bay  or  common  fait. 
Put  the  whole  into  a  clean  pot  or  kettle,  and  let  it  boil,  being  careful 
to  take  off  all  the  fcum,  as  it  arifes.  When  there  is  no  more  fcum,  take 
the  liquor  off,  and  let  it  ftand  till  cold  :  having  put  the  meat  you  want 
to  preferve  into  the  veffel  you  intend  to  keep  in,  pour  in  the  liquor  till 
the  meat  is  quite  covered,  in  which  condition  it  mud  be  kept. 

If  you  intand  to  preferve  your  meat  a  confiderable  time,  it  will  be 
neceffary  once  in  two  months  to  boil  the  pickle  over  again  clearing 
tmmmm  i  -warn— — t  rs= 
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I  off  the  fcum  that  rires,  and  putting  in,  when  boiling,  two  ounces  of 
fugar,  and  half  a  pound  of  common  fait.  Thus  the  pickle  will  hold 
good  twelve  months.  It  is  incomparable  for  curing  hams,  neats-  tongues 
or  beef,  which  you  intend  to  dry;  obferving,  when  you  take  them  out 
of  the  pickle,  firft  to  clean  and  dry  them,  put  them  in  paper  bags,  and 
hang  them  in  a  dry  warm  place. 

To  make  good  Vinegar. 

TEN  gallons  of  apple  juice  new  from  the  prefs,  are  fuffered  to  fer- 
ment fuliy ;  which  may  be  in  about  two  weeks.  Add  then  sight  gal- 
lons of  like  juice,  ne-zv,  for  producing  a  fcond  fermentation.  In  two 
weeks  more,  add  another  like  ne-w  quantity,  for  producing  a  third  fer- 
mentation. This  third  fermentation  is  material.  Now  Hop  the  bunghole 
■  with  an  empty  bottle  or  flafk,  the  neck  down  and  expofe  it  to  the  fun 
for  fome  time.  When  the  vinegar  is  come,  draw  off  one  half  into  a 
vinegar  calk,  and  fet  it  in  a  cool  place,  above  ground,  for  ufe  when 
clear.  With  the  other  half  in  the  firft.  calk,  proceed  to  make  more  vine- 
gar in  the  fame  method.  Thus  one  calk  is  always  to  make  in ;  and 
another  to  ufe  from.  When  making  the  vinegar,  it  is  requifite  that 
there  be  a  temperate  degree  of  beats  a  quantity  of  unfermented  mucilage 
and  acid  matter,  fuch  as  tartar  ;  and  the  free  accefs  of  external  air. 
Ufeful  Hint  onfeafoning  Wood. 

WOOD  feafoned  by  fre,  with  quicknefs  ivhiljl  full  offafi,  does  not 
imbibe  water,  as  air  and  water  feafoned  wood.  Thefap  is  thickened, by 
the  fudden  heat,  fo  as  to  fill  or  moftly  fill  up  the  interflices ;  and  thus 
hardened  and  fixed,  it  excludes  moifture  of  the  common  air.  The  fap 
thus  cured  is  prevented  from  fermenting  and  rotting  the  infide  of  blocks 
of  wood. 

A  wainfcot  of  Poplar  boards,  unpainted,  was  admired  fpr  the  clear- 
nefs  of  its  joints.  The  boards  were  but  a  few  weeks  before  the  wain- 
fcot was  put  up,  in  the  growing  trees.  Soon  as  the  trees  were  felled 
and  cut  into  logs,  they  were  fawed  into  boards  and  plank ;  and  imme- 
diately the  flocks  of  fawed  fluff  were  cured,  by  fire,  as  they  were  placed 
over  a  long  pit.  There  were  two  pits,  alternately  employed  in  fawing 
the  logs,  and  in  firing  the  flocks. 

On  boiling  Potatoes. — From  Count  Rumford. 

THERE  is  nothing  that  would  tend  more  to  promote  the  confump- 
tion  of  Potatoes  than  to  have  the  proper  mode  of  preparing  them  as 
food  generally  known.  In  London  this  is  little  attended  to;  whereas,  in 
Laucafhire  and  Ireland,  the  boiling  of  Potatoes  is  bi ought  to  very  great 
perfection  indeed :  when  prepared  in  the  following  manner,  if  the 
quality  of  the  root  be  good,  they  may  be  eat  as  bread,  a  practice  not 
unufual  in  Ireland. 

The  Potatoes  fhould  be  as  much  as  poflible  of  the  fame  fize,  and  the 
large  and  fmall  ones  boiled  feparately.  They  mull  be  wafhed  clean, 
and  without  paring  or  fcraping  put  in  a  pot  with  cold  water,  not  fuffi- 
«ent  to  cover  them,  as  they  will  produce  themfelves,  before  they  boil, 
a  confiderable  quantity  of  fluid.  They  do  Rot  admit  being  put  into  a 
veflel  of  boiling  water,  like  greens.  If  the  Potatoes  are  tolerably  large, 
it  will  be  neceffary,  as  foon  as  they  begin  to  boil,  to  throw  in  fome  cold 
water,  and  occafionally  to  repeat  it,  till  the  Potatoes  are  boiled  to  the 
heart  (which  will  take  from  half  an  hour  to  an  hour  and  a  quarter, 
according  to  their  fize;)  they  will  ctherwife  crack  and  burfl  to  pieces 
on  the  outfide,  whilft  the  infide  will  be  nearly  in  a  crude  flate,  and 
confequently  very  unpalatable  and  unwholefome.    During  the  boiling, 
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throwing  in  a  little  fait  occafiortally,  is  found  a  great  improvement ;  and 
it  is  certain,  that  the  flower  they  are  cooked  the  better.  When  boiled, 
pour  off  the  water,  and  evaporate  the  moifhire  by  replacing  the  veflel 
in  which  the  Potatoes  were  boiled  once  more  over  the  fire.  This  makes 
them  remarkably  dry  and  mealy.  They  fliould  be  brought  to  the  table 
with  their  fkins  on,  and  eat  with  a  little  fait  as  bread. 
TotmkeCa/iorOU. 

THIS  mild  family  purgative  is  produced  in  quantities  in  the  Weft 
India  Iflands ;  yet  it  is  at  times  fcarcely  to  be  got  in  the  fhops  of  the 
United  States,  or  is  very  ftale.  It  is  produced  from  the  feeds  of  the 
Palma  Chr:fti  plant,'  common  in  our  Gardens.  Bruife  the  feeds  and  boil 
them.  The  oil  ikimmed  off  is  much  purer,  and  is  capable  of  being  kept 
longer  than  what  is  obtained  by  expreflion;  becaufe  the  water  detains 
the  mudlage,  which  is  in  a  large  quantity  in  the  exprefied  oil;  and  which 
dlfpofes  it  to  fpoil  fooner.  The  hulks  are  to  be  ftripped  off  the  nuts 
before  boiling  :  and  when  no  more  oil  is  yielded  to  the  water,  to  be 
flammed  off,  the  grounds  may  be  wrapped  loofely  in  a  eourfe  cloth, 
and  preffed  :  but  this  yields  an  inferior  oil.

To  prevent  Sea  ficknefs. 

M.  Prelong,  in  his  account  of  Goree  and  Senegal,  mentions  his  hav- 
ing fuffered  prodigioufly,  and  for  a  long  time,  by  the  fea  ficknefs,  and 
that  he  was  greatly,  and,  afterwards  habitually,  relieved  by  taking  ten 
drops  of  "vitriolic  ether  in  a  fpoonful  of  -water.  The  commander  of  a 
Packet  always  found  relief,  in  fea  ficknefs,  from  a  fmall  quantity  of  red 
wine  heated  with  fpices. 

A  necejfary  Remedy  to  he  ufed  in  the  month  of  March. 

TWENTY  grains  of  rhubarb  powdered,  with  five  grains  of  jalap 
powd&red,  taken  out  of  a  tea-cup  of  water  at  uprifing  in  the  morning, 
once  in  the  week  for  two  following  weeks,  will  render  great  benefit  at 
this  time,  for  flow  illnefs  and  languor  from  accumulated  cold  unavoidable 
from  the  feverity  of  the  Winter.  It  will  be  an  humane  and  charitable 
gift  to  fick  fervants  or  the  poor;  and  from  the  chemift  or  druggift  a 
dozen  or  half  a  dozen  dozes  will  be  a  trifling  charge.  No  regimen,  diet 
or  confinement,  is  required  white  taking  it.  This  is  publifhed  for  the 
benevolent  and  well-difpofed,  of  which  multitudes  xefide  in  the  metro- 
polis in  retired  fituations. 

Ufeful  Cautions. 

WHEN  fevers  are  prevalent,  or  any  complaints,  even  common  colds 
and  coughs,  it  is  of  much  importance  that  the  dirty  linen  of  the  fick 
fhould  be  wafhed  in  feparate  waters  by  themfelves ;  for,  a  degree  of 
infectious  taint  will  attach  and  communicate  to  all  linen  wafhed  with 
the  linen  of  the  fick.— This  hint  may  induce  confiderate  perfons  to  attend 
to  it,  and  give  directions  accordingly  to  laundreffes. 

Arfeuick  and  other  poifonous  fab/lances. — Druggifts,  Chemifts,  and  Apo- 
thecaries, are  molt  earneftly  requefted  not  to  fufferfuch  dangerous  fub-' 
fiances  to  be  fold  to  any  individual,  unlefstwo  or  more  creditable  perfons 
fhali  accompany  the  buyer,  and  teftify  to  the  vender  the  purpofe  for, 
which  their  ufes  are  defigned. 

Lightning. — Never  ftand  near  to  leaden  fpouts,  iron  grates,  rails,  trees, 
brooks,  or  rivers.

»  \\T  HEN  firft  thou  awakeft  in  a  morning,  lift  up  thy  heart  and 
W     voice  iq  thankfulnefs  to  the  God  who  made  thee;  thus  cal- 
ling to  mind  thy  Maker  at  thy  early  riling,  thou  (halt  fpeed  better  for 
kt  the  reft  of  the  day. 

"  Having  arrayed  thyfelf  as  becometh  a  decent  houfewife,  fweep  thy 
houfe  and  drefs  thy  dilh  board,  and  fee  that  all  things  be  fet  in  due 
order  within  and  without,  that  the  kine  be  milked,  the  calves  fucklcd, 
and  the  mi:k  flrimmtd;  then  let  the  young  children  be  taken  up,  -warned 
right  wholfomely  all  over  them  in  fpring  water,  combed  and  kirtled, 
and  fit  down  with  thy  family  to  breakfaft, 

"  Corn  an  .  mait  muft  be  ordered  for  the  mill,  and  that  thou  have  thy 
meafure  again,  mete  it  to  and  from  the  miller,  who  elfe  will  not  deal 
truly  With  tnee;  or  thy  malt  will  not  be  dried  as  it  fhould  be. 

"  Thou  muit  make  butter  and  cheefe  according  as  the  weather  urgeth, 
and  the  cows  fill  the  diihes ;  the  fwine  muft  be  ferved  morning  and 
evening,  not  forgetting  the  poultry ;  and  when  the  time  of  year  com- 
e.h,  thou  wiit  take  good  heed  how  thy  hens,  ducks,  and  geefe,  do  lay; 
gather  up  their  eggs  diligently,  and  when  they  wax  broody,  fet  them  right 
cunningly,  fo  that  neither  beaft,  fwine,  nor  vermin  hurt  or  moled  them; 
ali  whole-footed  fowls  thou  knowell  will  fet  a  month,  and  all  cloven 
footed  fowls,  three  weeks,  except  peahens,  turkies,  cranes,  and  buftards. 
"  I  advife  thee  earneilly  to  remember  well  one  thing;  when  in  winter 
fime,  that  the  days  be  fhort  and  the  evenings  long,  and  thou  fitteft  by 
the  fire,  and  haft  fupped,  confider  in  thy  mind,  whether  the  works  that 
thou  and  the  maidens  do,  are  of  advantage  equal  to  the  fire  and  candle 
i that  they  confume;  if  not,  go  to  thy  bed,  fleep,  and  be  up  by  time  to 
breakfaft  before  day -light,  that  thou  mayeft  have  all  the  day  before  thee 
.entire,  to  thy  bufinefs. 

!  "  In^the  beginning  of  March  it  is  time  for  a  wife  to  have  an  eye  to 
•  her  garden,  and  get  as  many  good  feeds  and  herbs  as  fhe  can,  for  the 
pot  and  the  platter;  in  March  alfo  is  the  feafon  to  fow  flax  and  hemp, 
I  it  needeth  not  for  me  to  (hew  how  it  ihonld  be  fown,  weeded,  pulle  1, 
watered,  wafhed,  dried,  beaten,  broken,  tawed,  hackled, fpun,  wounden, 
[warped  and  wove,  for  in  fuch  matters  peradventure,  thou  art  better 
Unftru&ed  than  me ;  and  although  a  woman  cannot  wholly  and  altoge- 
ther get  her  Irving  honeftiy  by  tie  diftaif,  yet  it  fliouid  always  be  re*dy 
I  for  a  paftime;  it  ftoppeth  many  unemployed  gaps,  and  provide th  articles 
|  both  for  bed  and  board,  for  which,  hard  money  muft  otherwife  go  forth 
from  thy  hufbind's  purfe;  there  be  fpinfters  as  well  as  wives,  who  make 
it  a  matter  of  confeience,  never  to  buy  iheets,  body-doaths,  towels,  fhirts, 
fmocks,  and  fuch  like. 

"  It  is  a  wife's  occupation  to  winnow  all  manner  of  corn,  and  to 
'keep  a  watchful  eye,  that  the  day-labourers  and  out  dwellers,  bring 
not  with  them,  nor  carry  forth,  nor  conceal  their  pokes  (bags)  which 
;under  a  pretence  of  holding  their  bottle  and  lcrip,  only  ferve  to  lower  I 
the  heap  on  the  barne  floor ;  it  is  a  wife's  occupation  to  wafhe  and  to  ! 
wring,  or  to  fee  well  after  and  be  among  them,  that  the  foap  and  fire- 
wood be  not  made  wafte  of;  to  be  briflc  at  harveft,  and  in  time  of  need, 
while  the  coppers  are  boilingthe  provifion,  to  help  her  huiband  load  the 
waggon  or  the  cart;  to  go  or  ride  to  market,  and  fell  her  butter,  cheefe, 
eggs,  chickens,  geefe,  and  pigs ;  and  toj^urchafe  all  neceffary  things."

ANECDOTES. 

HENRY  the  Fourth  of  France  was  fond  of  farming,  as  well  as  of 
thofe  who  exercifed  that  honourable  employment.  He  made  the  Spanifh 
ambaffador  tafte  one  day  fome  wine  which  was  made  from  his  own 
vineyard:  "  I  affure  you,"  faid  he  to  him,  "  I  have  a  vineyard,  fome 
fields,  and  fome  cows  of  my  own ;  and  I  know  lb  much  of  farming, 
that  I  believe  I  could  get  a  comfortable  living  by  it." 

THE  Spanifh  ambaffador  one  day  entered  the  room  in  which  Henry,1 
the  Fourth  was  walking  upon  all  fours  with  his  infant  fon  upon  his  back. 
The  King  flopped,  and  looking  earneftly  at  the  ambaffador,  faid  to  him, 
"  Pray,  Sir,  have  you  any  children  ?"— "  Yes,  Sire,  feveral." — "  Well,, 
then,  I  fhall  not  leave  off;  1  fhall  complete  my  round." 

CHARLES  the  Ninth,  who  had  caufed  the  horrid  maffacre  on  St. 
Bartholomew's  day,  faid,  a  few  days  before  his  death,  "  I  do  not  know  I 
what  ails  me,  but  within  thefe  three  days  I  find  both  my  body  and  myt' 
mind  in  the  fame  ftate  of  agitation  as  if  I  had  a  fever.  Every  inftant 
whether  I  am  awake  or  afleep,  I  fee  human  bodies  flit  before  my  eyes, 
covered  with  wounds  and  with  blood.  I  wifh  that  in  the  maffacre  of  i 
Paris  I  had  fpared  the  innocent  and  the  young." 

RABBI  Irchanan,  during  the  fiege  of  Jerufalem,  thus  addreffed  the 
temple  while  he  felt  it  trembling,  and  obferved  its  maffy  gates  to  open 
of  their  own  accord :  "  O  temple,  temple,  why  doll  thou  fhake  thus, 
and  art  thus  moved?  We  know  thou  art  to  be  deftroyed!"  A  prediction 
which,  in  fpite  of  its  perfect  accomplifhment,  feems  to  have  had  very 
little  effect  upon  the  belief  of  the  Jews  in  Chriftianity,  however  their  dif- 
perfion  has  ferved  to  render  many  other  perfons  determined  believers. 
"  Whatever  you  may  fay  againft  Chriftianity,"  faid  the  great  Prince  of  i 
Conde  to  fome  of  his  infidel  friends,  "  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  Jews  is 
always  a  {landing  miracle  in  my  eyes,  and  fufficient  to  make  me  a  | 
Chriftian." 

"  A  certain  priBce,"  fays  Jortin,  "  who  had  led  a  very  wicked  life, 
was  carried  to  his  grave  in  the  humble  difguife  of  a  monk.  A  woman, 
whofe  huiband  he  had  murdered,  feeing  the  mafquerade  go  by,  faid  to 
him,  "  Ah,  you  dog!  you  think  you  are  finely  concealed  under  that 
frock,  but  the  devil  will  find  you  out^4- 

BISHOP  Latimer  having  one  day  preached  before  King  Henry  the 
Eighth  a  fermon  which  had  difpleafed  his  Majefiy,  he  was  ordered  to 
preach  again  on  the  next  Sunday,  and  to  make  an  apology  for  the  of- 
fence he  had  given.  After  naming  his  text  the  good  Bifhop  thus  began 
his  fermon:  **  Hugh  Latimer,  doft  thou  know  to  whom  thou  art  this 
day  to  fpeak  ?  To  the  high  and  mighty  monarch  the  King's  moil  excel- 
lent majefty,  who  can  take  away  thy  life  if  thou  offended ;  therefore 
take  heed  that  thou  fpeakeft  not  a  word  that  may  diipleafe.  But  then 
conuder  well,  Hugh,  doft  thou  not  know  from  whence  thou  comeft, 
upon  whofe  meffage  thou  art  fent  f  Even  by  the  great  and  mighty  God, 
who  is  always  all-prefent,  and  who  bcholdeft  all  thy  ways,  and  who  is 
able  to  call  both  body  and  foul  into  hell  together  :  therefore  take  care' 
and  deliver  thy  meffage  faithfully;"  and  then  proceeds  with  the  fame 
*  fermon  he  had  preached  the  Sunday  before,  and  confirms  it  with  more 
energy.  The  fermon  being  finifhed,  the  court  was  full  of  expectation 
to  know  what  would  be  the  fae<vpf  this  honeft  and  plain  -dealing  bifhop. 
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After  dinner  the  King  calls  for  Latimer,  and  with  a  (tern  countenance 
afked  him,  "  How  he  durft  be  fo  bold  as  to  preach  in  this  manner  ?" 
He,  falling  on  his  knees,  replied,  "  That  his  duty  to  his  God  and  to  his 
prince  had  enforced  him  thereunto,  and  that  he  had  merely  difcharged 
his  duty  and  his  confcience  in  what  he  had  fpoken,  and  that  his  life  was 
in  his  Majefty's  hands."  Upon  this  the  King  rofe  from  his  feat,  and 
taking  the  good  man  off  his  knees  embraced  him  in  his  arms,  faying, 
f*  Bleffed  be  God  that  1  have  fo  honcft  a  Servant." 

SIG1SMUND,  Emperor  of  Germany,  being  afked  what  was  the 
fureft.  method  of  remaining  happy  in  this  world,  replied,  "  Only  <io 
always  in  health  what  you  often  promifed  to  do  wheu  you  were  uck." 

IN  noble  and  generous  minds  a  breach  of  friendfhip  induces  no  breach 
of  confidence.  Claude  De  JL'Efpine  and  an  old  friend  of  his,  from 
whom  he  had  the  misfortune  to  be  eftranged  for  a  time,  were  competitors 
for  the  fame  place.  He  thus  addreffed  him  on  the  occauon:  "  Sir,  you 
are  Soliciting  a  certain  great  fituation  as  well  as  myfelf.  I  am  well  in- 
formed that  yefterday,  in  an  audience  that  you  had  with  his  majefty, 
you  endeavoured  to  render  me  fufpected  by  him.  Should  I  put  into  his 
hands  the  inclofed  letters  and  papers  of  yours,  you  would  be  moil  com- 
pletely out  of  his  favour,  and  I  mould  get  rid  of  a  bafe  and  infidious 
enemy.  I  return  them  all  to  you.  When  you  wrote  me  thefe  letters, 
and  when  you  fent  me  thefe  papers,  we  were  friends.  I  ought  not  then 
to  make  an  improper  ufe  of  that  confidence  with  which  your  frieBdfhip 
for  me  at  that  time  infpired  you."

From  what  I  have  said,  you  will  easily  see  that  I  could  never 
pretend  to  advise  whom  you  should  marry  ;  but  I  can  with  great 
confidence  advise  whom  you  should  not  marry.

the  most  worthless  of  your  sex. If  you  have  a  sense  of  religion 

yourselves,  do  not  think  of  husbands  who  have  none. — I  have  thus 
given  you  my  opinion  on  some  of  the  most  important  articles  of  your 
future  life. — I  am  conscious  I  undertook  a  task  to  which  I  was  very 
unequal ;  but  I  have  discharged  a  part  of  my  duty. — You  will,  at 
least,  be  pleased  with  it,  as  the  last  mark  of  your  lather's  love  and 
attention. 

AMERICAN    LAW  REPORT. 

PsfLflAM    VS.  PURDT. 

This  action  was  brought  before  Benjamin  S.  Reeve, 
Esq.  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  town  ofNew- 
burgb,  county  of  Orange  and  state  of  New  York,  at  the 
house  of  George  Merritt,  innkeeper,  an  old  veteran  of  the 
revolution,  on  Saturday  the  first  day  of  February,  inst.  by 
one  William  Pel  ham,  a  labouring  man,  agamst  '  olomon 
Purely,  farmer,  whose  wealth  is  estimated  at  about  L.  3000 

This  court  being  convened,  and  a  respectable  jury  impan- 
nelled,  the  plaintiff  (his  attorney  not  appearing)  opened  the 
case  by  stating  to  the  court,  that  the  defendant  had  employ- 
ed him  to  take  charge  of  a  scow,  which  occupied  him  a 
considerable  portion  of  time  ;  that  he  had  presented  his  bill 
amounting  to  twenty  five  cents,  lawful  money  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  for  payment,  which  the  defendant  refused  to  dis- 
charge on  account  of  the  extravagancy  of  his  demand,  in 
consequence  of  which  refusal  this  action  was  brought.    . 


The  defendant  demanded*  of  the  court  that  a  nonsuit 
be  granted :  he  stated  the  ground  of  his  application  to  be, 
that  a  co-partnership  existed  between  him  and  his  son  (a 
minor)  and  that  the  action  ought  to  have  been  against  the 
firm  and  not  against  himself,  and  hoped  the  honorable  court 
vouid  grant  it  accordingly.         • 

The  court  not  considering  ffle  application  to  be  well 
founded,  ordered  the  case  to  go  to  the  jury. 

The  witnesses  were  called  and  being  examined,  fully 
substantiated  the  plaintiff's  engagement. 

The  defendant  said  that  the  charge  was  extravagant, 
but  having  nothing  to  offer  as  a  set  off,  left  the  cause  to  the 
decision  of  the  jury,  whom  he  said  he  knew  to  be  men  of 
candour,  and  would  no  doubt  do  him  strict  justice. 

The  justice  after  hearing  the  witnesses,  and  enduring  the 
defendant's  plea,  summed  up  the  evidence  impartially,  af- 
ter which  an  officer  was  called  to  take  the  jury  to  a  conve- 
nient place  until  they  agreed  upon  their  verdict. 

The  jury  after  remaining  out  about  two  hours,  in  which 
time  they  discussed  some  affairs  of  moment,  returned 
with  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  twenty-five  cents 
and  costs,  the  jury  to  discharge  the  same.  The  foreman 
having  made  a  collection,  accordingly  paid  the  debt  and 
costs,  amounting  to  L 1 .  8s.  6d.  lawful  money  of  this 
state. 

1  he  equity  of  the  verdict  gave  the  defendant  full  and  en- 
tire satisfaction,  in  consequence  of  which  he  offered  to  treat 
them  handsomely,  but  being  a  littler spleenish,  they  refus- 
ed his  manly  offer. 

The  jury  requested  of  the  court  to  report  the  above  im- 
portant case  in  the  public  prints,  for  the  benefit  of  the  A- 
merican  bar,  as  it  was  a  new  precedent  in  our  courts, 
founded  on  the  broad  basis  of  universal  justice  and  philan- 
thropy, and  would  be  followed  by  future  juries. 

♦  Justice. — The  peace  of  society  dependeth  on  Justice  ;  the 
happiness  of  individuals  on  the  certain  enjoyment  of  their 
possessions.

rupted  ay  a  thrmfand  caprices.     When  pleafure  warbled  in  the  valley,' 

j  he  mingled  in  her  train.     When  Pride  beckoned  towards  the  precipice",  J 

he  ventured  to  the  tottering  edge.    He  delighted  in  devious  and  untried  j 

[paths;  and  mr.de  fo  many  excurfions  from  the  road,  that  his  feebler  j 

companions  often  ontftripped  him.     I  obferved  that  the  Mufes  beheld  ' 

him  with  partiality;  hut  Truth  often  frowned,  and  turned  afide  her 

face.     White  Genius  •*  s  thus  wafting  his  ftrength  in  eccentric  flights,  I 

I  faw  a  pert'en  of  a  very  dilTerent  appearance,  named  Application.    He  j 

crept  along  with  a  How  and  unremitting  pace,  his  eyes  fixed  on  the  ' 

top  of  the  mountain,  patiently  removing  every  (tone  that  obftru&ed  ' 

his  way.,  till  he  fiw'mofl  of  thofe  below  him",  who  had  at  firft.  derided  ( 

his  f!;>w  and  toi'fome  progrefs.  Indeed,  there  were  few  who  afcended  the 

hill  with  c-pj.il,  and  uninterrupted  (teadinels;  for,  befide  the  difficulties  ; 

of  the  way,  they  were  cont-nually  folicited  to  turn  afide,  by  a  nume-  j 

n'-us  crowd  of  Appetite,  Pafiions,  and  Piealures,  whofe  importunity,  ' 

wken  once  complied  with,-  they  became  ltfs  and  lefs  able  torsfift:  and 

!  though  they  often  returned  to  the  path,  the  afperities  of  the  road  were

Ui  all  the  unhappy  deferters  from  the  paths  of  Science,  nose  feemed 
II  lefs  able  to  reuirn  than  the  followers  of  Indolence.  The  captives  of 
Appetite  and  Paliion  could  often  feize  the  moment  when  their  tyrants 
were  languid  or  .u'ieep,  to  efcape  from-  their  enchantment ;  but  the  do- 
minion of  Indolence  was  conftant  and  unremitted;  and  feldom  refitted, 
till  refinance  was  in  vain. 


f  After  contemplating  thcfe  things,  1  turned  my  eyes  towards  the  top 
of  the  mountain,  where  the  air  was  always  pure  and  exhilarating,  the 
path  fhaded  with  laurels  3nd  other  ever-greens,  and  the  effulgence  which 
beamed  from  the  face  of  Science  feemed  to  fhed  a  glory  round  her  vo- 
taries.

What "  faid  I,  "  does  Virtue 
then  refide  in  the  vale  P*  "  I  am  found,"  faiu  tie,  "  in  the  vale,  and  I 
illuminate  the  mountain.  I  cheer  the  cottager  at  his  toil,  and  irtfpirc 
the  fage  at  his  meditation.  I  mingle  in  the  crowd  of  cities,  and  blefs 
the  hermit  in  his  cell.  I  have  a  temple  in  every  heart  that  owns  my 
influence;  and  to  him  that  wiflies  lor  me,  I  am  alrcadv  prefent.  Sci- 
ence may  raife*thee  to  eminence,  hut  I  alone  can  guide  thee  to  felicity!" 
y  While  Virtue  was  thus  fpeaking,  I  Stretched  out  my  arms  towards  her, 
A  with  a  vehemence  which  broke  my  Clumber.  The  chill  dews  were  fal- 
ling around  mc,  and  the  fiiades  of  evening  Itretched  over  the  landfc^pe. 
I  battened  homeward;  and  refigued  the  night  to  lilence  and  meditation. 


fitting  idle  under  a  hedge,  in  a  fit  of  rage,  ordered  one  of  liis  atten- 
dants to  Strip  him  of  his  clothes  and  make  off  with  them.  "  A  man," 
added  he,  "  that  does  not  work  himfelf,  mult  always  caufe  harm  to 
feme  other  perfbn."  Solon,  the  wife  legislator  of  Athens  commanded 
the  Areopagus  to  watch  over  the  conduct  of  every  citizen,  and  to  punifh 
thofe  that  were  idle.  Dr.  Huntingford  fays  finely  in  one  of  his  Dif- 
conrfes,  "  Whilft  bodily  Strength  is  yet  unimpaired  by  debility,  whilft 
our  mental  faculties  are  neither  embarraffed  by  neceflity  nor  depreffed 
by  grief;  during  that  happy  period  of  life  to  Shrink  from  the  labour 
either  of  preparing  for  a  creditable  Station,  or  of  ably  filling  it  when 
undertaken ;  to  Shrink  from  that  labour  for  the  fake  of  gratifying  a  pro- 
penfity  to  liftlefs  indolence,  frivolous  trifling,  or  amufements  then  im- 
proper when  either  unrcafonable  in  point  of  time  or  in  their  nature 
incompatible  with  our  destination  :  fuch  conduct  is  cowardly  and  un- 
manly in  the  fight  of  reafon;  it  is  criminal  and  culpable  in  the  fight  of 
Christianity;  fer  Christianity  demands  not  only  the  avoiding  of  evil, 
but  zealous  a&ivity  in  the  performance  of  good  works."* 

The  Englifh  proverb  Styles  idleaefs  \  The  Devil's  anvil;*  and  fome 
interpreters  have  laboured  to  prove  that  the  houfe  iu  Scripture  into 
which  the  bad  fpirits  entered  was  that  of  an  idle  man;  and  that  its  being 
fwept  and  garniShed  meant  merely  that  it  contained  nothing  in  it  to 
occupy  either  the  mind  or  the  body  of  its  wretched  poffeffor,  but  left  |J 
them  to  the  complete  occupancy  and  dominion  of  any  vice  that  was 
tempted  by  its  vacuity  to  take  up  its  abode  there.  The  pains  and  pe- 
nalties sf  idlenefs  were  never  more  completely  exemplified  than  in  the 
cafe  of  a  limm-draper  of  Londoa  who  retired  to  his  native  country- 
j]  town  to  enjoy  his  lcifure.  He  had  not  long  been  from  London  before 
j.  ennui  pleuveit  a  groffes  goutti,  before  he  was  "harraffed  with  the  te/rible
